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RULES  OF  ORDER 

FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  COUNCIL 
ADOPTED  NOVEMBER  12,  1902 

(With  Amendments  to  19  32) 

Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair 
and  call  the  Council  to  order. 

Rule  II.  The  Secretary  of  the  Council,  if  present  (if  not,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese),  shall  call  the 
names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the 
names  of  those  present. 

i  _ 

Rule  III.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  lay  dele¬ 
gates  of  the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates 
shall  have  been  presented  to  him. 

Rule  IV.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Creden¬ 
tials  to  receive,  examine,  and  report  on  the  credentials  of  lay  dele¬ 
gates. 

Rule  V.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  dele¬ 
gates  as  shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
and  adopted  by  the  Council,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present 
on  the  minutes. 

Rule  VI.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President 
shall  declare  the  Council  organized  for  business. 

Rule  VII.  The  Council  shall  then  proceed  to  election,  by  ballot, 
of  a  Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint 
an  assistant,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  council. 

Rule  VIII.  The  Bishop  shall  then  deliver  his  annual  address. 

Rule  IX.  Nominations  shall  then  be  made  for  all  elective  offices 
of  the  Council.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  nominations  printed  on 
ballots  for  the  use  of  the  Council  before  the  afternoon  session.  The 
elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  2:00  o’clock  p.  m.  The 
regular  Order  of  Business  shall  continue,  as  far  as  possible,  during 
the  elections. 

Rule  X.  Reports  shall  then  be  presented  in  the  following  order: 

1.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

2.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Admission  of  New 
Parishes.

7.  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.

Rule  XI.  Elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  two  o’clock 
p.  m.  of  the  first  day  of  the  Council  as  follows:  The  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Diocese;  Diocesan  Officers;  Members  of  the  Bishop  and 
Council;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  Synod  of  the  Province  of 
the  Mid-West;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  General  Convention; 
a  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  (nominated  by  the  Bishop). 

Rule  XII.  Before  the  close  of  the  Council  the  Bishop  shall  ap¬ 
point  the  Standing  Committees  provided  for  by  Title  I,  Canon  II, 
Section  7,  and  such  other  officers  as  he  has  to  appoint. 

Rule  XIII.  At  each  session  the  business  of  the  Council  shall  be 
called  and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  vote 
of  the  Council. 

1.  The  Roll  Call. 

2.  Reading  the  Minutes. 

3.  Communications  from  the  President. 

4.  Reports  in  their  order  as  in  Rule  X. 

5.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

Rule  XIV.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the 
Chair. 

Rule  XV.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  temporarily  from 
the  sitting  of  the  Council,  he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside 
during  his  absence. 

Rule  XVI.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service 
of  the  house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  XVII.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  de¬ 
liver  any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  arise  from  his  seat,  and 
with  due  respect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  to  the  point  of  debate. 

Rule  XVIII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the 
same  debate,  without  the  consent  of  the  House. 
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Rule  XIX.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the 
members  shall  continue  in  their  seats  and  not  hold  any  private 
discourse. 

Rule  XX.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is 
put,  unless  excused  by  the  Council,  and  upon  a  vote  by  Orders,  the 
name  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XXI.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion 
shall  be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefin¬ 
itely,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to 
divide  it,  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  named. 

Rule  XXII.  A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

Rule  XXIII.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
if  unqualified,  shall  be  settled  without  debate. 

Rule  XXIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House 
unless  it  be  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  XXV.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as 
the  judgment  of  the  Council,  and  shall  not  be  again  considered  dur¬ 
ing  the  session,  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsidered 
with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion 
to  that  purpose  by  one  of  the  majority  of  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XXVI.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XXVII.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing, 
and.  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If 
recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by 
the  Council,  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
for  its  consideration. 

Rule  XXVIII.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the 
President  in  the  first  instance,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from 
such  decision;  and  on  such  an  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  without  leave  of  the  Council. 

Rule  XXIX.  Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
sittings  of  the  Council,  and  their  names  entered  on  the  Journal,  on 
their  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right 
to  take  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Council,  the 
minutes  of  the  last  day’s  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if 
necessary,  and  approved. 

Rule  XXXI.  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future 
Councils,  unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the 
Journal  of  each  Council.

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THE  FIFTIETH  ANNUAL  COUNCIL 

May  3,  1948 

The  Fiftieth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
convened  in  St.  Paul’s  Pro-Cathedral,  Mishawaka,  Indiana,  on  Monday, 
the  3rd  day  of  May,  1948,  this  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  approved  by  the  Bishop  and  Council  and  pursuant  to 
the  call  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese. 

There  was  a  Requiem  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  in  the  Pro- 
Cathedral  at  7:00  A.M.  for  the  first  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  The  Right 
Reverend  John  Hazen  White,  D.D.,  and  for  the  second  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  The  Right  Reverend  Campbell  Gray,  D.D.,  the  celebrant  being 
the  Very  Reverend  Erland  L.  Groton,  Dean  of  the  Pro-Cathedral. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Dean 
of  the  Pro-Cathedral. 

The  Conciliar  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  was  at  8:00  A.M., 
with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  The  Right  Reverend  Reginald  Mallett, 
D.D.,  S.T.D.,  celebrant  and  assisted  by  The  Reverend  John  Stevenson, 
Rector  of  Gethsemane  Parish,  Marion. 

The  Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  at 
8:45  A.M.,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  was  instructed  to  call  the 
roll  of  the  Diocesan  Clergy  from  the  official  list.  The  Bishop  then 
asked  that  the  Committee  on  Credentials  report  on  the  lay  delegations 
and  on  the  parishes  and  missions  eligible  to  seat  and  vote  in  the 
Council.  These  reports  were  given  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese. 
Every  parish  and  mission  was  reported  as  eligible  to  seat  and  vote. 

The  roll  of  the  lay  delegates  was  called  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Diocese,  after  which  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  declared  the  Council 
duly  organized  and  called  an  adjournment  for  breakfast. 

Election  of  the  Secretary 

The  Council  having  re-convened,  the  Bishop  called  for  the  election 
of  a  Secretary.  The  Reverend  George  J.  Childs  moved  the  re-election 
of  the  present  Secretary,  The  Very  Rverend  Erland  L.  Groton,  and 
that  the  chair  cast  a  unanimous  ballot  of  the  Council  for  the  election 
of  Dean  Groton.  Thanking  the  Council  for  his  election,  the  Secretary 
then  requested  The  Reverend  Harold  G.  Kappes  to  act  as  assistant 
Secretary.  This  appointment  was  confirmed  by  the  Council.

THE  REPORTS  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEES  AND  THE 
DEPARTMENTS  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL 

The  attention  of  the  Council  was  called  to  the  fact  that  most  of  the 
reports  of  the  Standing  Committees  and  the  Departmental  Reports 
had  been  printed  and  distributed  to  the  Council,  in  order  to  expedite 
business  and  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  a  closer  study  of  the  work 
of  the  departments. 

These  reports  were  received,  approved  and  are  printed  in  this 
Journal. 


Howe  School  and  Canterbury  College 

Col.  B.  B.  Bouton  spoke  to  the  Council  on  the  outstanding  work 
being  done  at  Howe  Military  School,  Howe,  Indiana,  and  The  Rev¬ 
erend  Douglas  MacLaury,  vice-president  of  Canterbury  College  and 
in  charge  of  the  promotional  activities,  spoke  at  length  on  the  imme¬ 
diate  and  future  needs  of  the  College. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Council: 

“Whereas:  The  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  signified  by  Convention 
Action  its  spiritual  and  moral  sponsorship  of  Canterbury  College, 
and 

Whereas:  Canterbury  College  is  making  creditable  progress  to  estab¬ 
lish  itself  educationally,  so  as  to  bring  a  wider  spiritual  and  educa¬ 
tional  opportunity  to  the  youth  of  the  Episcopal  Church: 

Whereas:  The  responsibility  for  stabilizing  itself  with  financial  sup¬ 
port  has  been  left  largely  as  a  college-sponsored  responsibility: 
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Whereas:  The  College  up  to  this  time  has  not  been  able  to  establish 
itself  as  a  financially  secure  institution,  therefore 
Be  It  Resolved: 

1.  That  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  by  conciliar  action,  desig¬ 
nate  a  Canterbury  College  Sunday — the  first  Sunday  in  October — to 
present  the  needs  and  program  of  the  college  and  afford  opportunity 
for  a  Diocesan-wide  open  offering. 

2.  That  the  Bishop.  Council  and  Clergy  employ  every  means  possible 
to  promote  the  college  at  this  time. 

3.  That  the  Diocese  of  Indianapolis  be  invited  to  participate  in  a 
similar  undertaking,  and  finally, 

4.  That  the  Council  request  a  yearly  report  on  the  financial  and 
educational  condition  of  the  college  be  presented  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Council.” 


Other  Business  of  the  Council  included: 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  was  approved  and  special 
recognition  given  the  Presiding  Bishop’s  Fund  for  World  Relief  of 
$4,248.11  or  68%  over  the  year  1947. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  as  appear¬ 
ing  on  Pps.  39-42  of  the  1947  Journal  was  acted  upon  in  the  following 
manner : 

Part  1 — Tabled  to  the  Annual  Council  of  1949. 

Part  2 — Adopted. 

Part  3— Considered  a  source  of  information  for  delegates  to  the  next 
General  Convention.  No  action  taken. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Mission  Funds  was  approved. 

The  Budgets  of  both  the  Diocese  and  the  Department  of  Miss’ons 
for  the  year  1949,  together  with  departmental  budgets,  were  adopted. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  stated  that  Canon  18  required  there  be 
three  clerical  and  three  lay  members  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund 
Committee  and  his  appointments  were  approved  by  the  Council. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  The  Reverend  Gerald  H.  Lewis  each 
spoke  on  the  plans  for  a  new  rectory  at  Gas  City,  after  which  the 
Council,  upon  motion  of  The  Reverend  Leo  K.  D.  Patterson,  voted  a 
g'ft  of  $500.00  for  this  purpose  from  funds  of  the  Department  of  Mis¬ 
sions  and,  upon  motion  of  The  Reverend  Robert  J.  Murphy,  the  Council 
authorized  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  undertake  the  raising  of  a  fund 
in  the  amount  of  $1,000.00  in  the  Diocese  for  this  same  purpose. 

The  following  resolution  from  St.  Stephen’s  Mission,  Hobart,  was 
adopted  by  the  Council: 

‘‘Whereas:  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Byron  M.  Findling  of  St.  Stephen’s  Mission, 
Hobart,  have  deeded  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indi¬ 
ana,  a  lot  to  serve  as  the  permanent  site  of  St.  Stephen’s: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED:  that  this  Council  express  its  grateful  appreci¬ 
ation  for  this  generosity  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Findling  which  will  expe¬ 
dite  and  simplify  the  advance  of  the  Church  in  the  City  of  Hobart.” 

The  Reverend  Robert  J.  Murphy  moved  that  the  Council  acknowl¬ 
edge  anniversary  expressions  from  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Church; 
the  Bishops  of  Western  Michigan,  Chicago  and  Milwaukee:  that  the 
Council  send  greetings  to  the  Diocese  of  Indianapolis:  that  expressions 
of  appreciation  be  sent  to  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  St. 
James’  Parish,  South  Bend,  and  of  St.  Paul’s  Pro-Cathedral  of  Mish¬ 
awaka,  and  to  the  ladies  of  both  these  parishes. 

The  Fiftieth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  was 
adjourned  after  the  Council  had  received  the  benedict  on  of  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese.

“Grace  be  unto  you,  and  peace,  from  God  our  Father,  and  from  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.” 

According  to  Canon  43  of  the  National  Church,  the  Bishop  must 
report  to  the  Council  at  its  Annual  Meeting,  a  statement  of  the  affairs 
of  the  Diocese  since  the  last  Council  meeting  ...  on  all  matters 
tending  to  throw  light  upon  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese.  I  am  making 
this  report  with  the  idea  of  keeping  all  our  affairs  a  matter  of  knowl¬ 
edge  to  the  Diocese,  to  be  published  in  the  Journal.  I  am  endeavoring 
to  hold  this  to  a  plain  statement  of  fact,  and  not  make  it,  as  another 
section  of  this  canon  provides,  an  address  on  Christian  doctrine,  wor¬ 
ship,  or  manners. 

The  first  thing  you  want  to  know  in  plain  words,  undisguised  by 
report  form,  since  this  Council  meeting  primarily  is  a  business  meet¬ 
ing — how  do  we  stand  from  the  business  point  of  view?  As  ind- 
cated  by  the  annual  reports  of  the  parishes  and  missions  (every  one 
of  which  has  been  made)  the  Diocese  shows  a  steady  increase,  there 
are  no  outstanding  debts,  and  there  is  generally  a  healthy  outlook  for 
the  future.  The  Treasurer’s  report  shows  that  every  parish  and  mis¬ 
sion  has  paid  its  assessment,  and  the  Missions  Terasurer’s  report 
reflects  the  same  generous  giving,  with  a  fine  working  balance.  This 
trend  in  giving  was  charted  by  the  Promotion  Department  and  indi¬ 
cates  that  under  the  leadership  of  Father  Copeland,  who  inaugurated 
the  Vestry  Dinner  scheme  five  years  ago,  the  miss'ons  givings  have 
increased  112%  for  the  National  Church,  and  in  much  greater  propor¬ 
tion  for  ourselves.  This  has  enabled  us  to  pledge  to  the  National 
Church  $7,200.00  for  this  year,  and  to  do  an  increasingly  fine  work 
within  the  Diocese.  When  we  read,  however,  of  the  work  of  the 
National  Council  being  cut  down  for  lack  of  money,  we  lose  all  false 
pride  in  our  giving,  though  we  have  given  what  was  asked  as  our 
ouota.  The  whole  Church  must  increase  its  efforts  to  push  the  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  Church’s  frontiers  in  the  world. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  visited  every  parish  and  mission  at 
least  once  for  Confirmation,  and  in  many  cases  have  gone  many  other 
times,  for  additional  confirmations,  and  for  vestry  and  parochial 
meetings.  I  do  not  know  that  I  spared  myself,  in  any  way,  in  order 
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that  the  Church’s  work  should  go  forward.  It  is  a  source  of  great 
pleasure  to  sit  down  with  the  devoted  and  outstanding  laymen  of  the 
Diocese,  and  to  get  to  know  them  personally.  I  have  clone  this  to  the 
extent  that  I  know  nearly  every  man  who  v/ill  attend  this  Council 
meeting,  by  his  first  name.  The  confirmations  number  349  with  18 
additional  received  not  otherwise  reported,  making  the  total  of  367 
— one  of  the  all-time  high  records  of  the  Diocese.  Yet,  I  continue  to 
stress  the  preparation  for  confirmation  rather  than  the  numbers,  for 
nothing  is  more  discouraging  to  our  pr'ests  than  to  see  the  Episco¬ 
palians  who  must  be  converted — to  the  Episcopal  Church  and  the 
Catholic  faith  as  we  have  received  it— "for  they  have  come  into  the 
Church  badly  prepared  and  uninstructed. 

Our  six  (6)  Postulants  of  the  Diocese  are:  Hugh  Neil  Barnes,  Don¬ 
ald  Westlake  Ingerson,  John  Jerome  Fhillips,  Robert  J.  Chillis, 
Charles  R.  Boswell,  and  Wallace  Lewis  Wells.  The  Candidates  for 
Holy  Orders  are  Daniel  John  Welty  and  Joseph  Dean  Carter,  Jr. 

Clerical  Changes 

We  have  made  some  changes  within  the  Diocese.  Father  Sheridan 
is  now  Rector  of  St.  Thomas’  Church,  Plymouth,  with  oversight  of 
Episcopal  students  at  Culver;  Father  Lewris  has  taken  residence  in 
Gas  City,  in  charge  of  St.  Paul’s  Church  there,  with  associated  work; 
Father  Savoy  has  become  chaplain  at  Canterbury  College,  residing  in 
Danville  and  is  non  parochial.  We  have  transferred  from  this  Diocese: 
The  Reverend  Charles  Taylor  to  the  Diocese  of  Dallas;  The  Reverend 
Gordon  Clston  to  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee;  and  the  Reverend  W.  F. 
Hoffenbacher  to  the  Diocese  of  Michigan.  We  have  received:  The 
Reverend  George  B.  Wood  from  Milwaukee,  to  be  rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Fort  Wayne;  the  Reverend  Peter  Dennis  from  IndianapoPs, 
to  be  Rector  of  St.  Andrew’s,  Kokomo;  The  Reverend  John  Stevenson 
from  the  Diocese  cf  Michigan,  to  be  Rector  of  The  Gethsemane, 
Marion;  The  Reverend  James  R.  DeGolier  from  the  Diocese  of  Mil¬ 
waukee,  to  be  at  Howe  School  (non  parochial),  and  the  Reverend  John 
W.  Treleaven  (deacon)  from  the  Diocese  of  Michigan,  to  be  ass'stant 
at  St.  James’,  South  Bend.  He  has,  since  his  transfer,  been  ordained 
to  the  priesthood.  With  these  men  added  to  our  Diocesan  family,  this 
makes  the  largest  number  of  priests  in  active  service  that  the  Diocese 
lias  ever  had;  and  it  is  superfluous  for  me  to  add  that  the  Diocese  has 
gained  immeasurably  by  this  addition  to  an  already  deeply  consecrated 
group  of  men.  There  is  no  finer  group  of  priests  anywhere. 

Religious  Education 

In  this  Diocese,  the  very  mention  of  Religious  Education  is  to  give 
p.  silent  testimonial  to  the  splendid  work  done  by  Miss  Jessie  Hunter. 
The  Diocese  gains  each  month  that  she  is  with  us.  She  works  in  the 
direct  field  of  Church  School  programs  and  teacher  training,  the 
planning  of  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  and  the  young  people’s  work  in 
Parishes,  Deaneries  and  Diocese.  Her  great  asset  is  that  in  a  natural 
way  she  keeps  God  and  the  Altar  at  the  center  of  her  life  and  work 
and  communicates  this  to  others.  She  has  done  more  than  any  one 
person  for  the  young  people’s  project  nearest  my  heart — the  Howe 
Young  People’s  Conference — which  I  would  like  to  make  second  to 
none  in  spiritual  endeavor  and  sound  church  instruction.  She  has  a 
real  part  in  the  Woman’s  Auxiliary  educational  conference,  which  is 
a  matter  of  Diocesan  pride  because  Mrs.  Lewis  and  her  officers  have 
made  it  function,  as  they  have  every  branch  of  their  program,  on  a 
high  and  most  successful  level.  Miss  Hunter  exemplifies  the  spirit 
shown  by  most  of  the  priests  of  this  Diocese  who  regularly  and  con¬ 
sistently  decline  offers  of  more  money,  for  she,  too,  refuses  to  be 
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enticed  away  by  offers  of  work  with  (quote)  “greater  opportunity.” 
It  makes  me  feel  that  we  are  on  the  right  track  when  we  tighten  our 
belts,  smile  anew,  and  say  there  is  no  greater  opportunity  for  the 
Church  than  for  brethren  to  work  together  in  unity,  teaching  the 
whole  faith  to  a  sick  world,  and  working  unselfishly  to  accomplish 
God’s  purposes.  In  living  that  way,  we  make  a  spiritual  dent  on  the 
world  and  offset  the  materialistic  conception  that  every  man  has  his 
price  and  his  graft.  Continuing  to  speak  along  educational  lines,  I 
come  to  the  subject  of  Howe  School.  It  continues  to  operate  at  full 
capacity,  with  fine  academic  performance,  and  without  the  shadow  of 
a  doubt  it  is  a  Church  School  in  every  sense.  The  policy  of  the  school 
is  clearly  set  by  the  Superintendent,  Col.  Bouton,  and  the  Chaplain, 
Father  Murphy,  as  they  make  the  Chapel  the  center  of  the  School  life. 
They  believe  that  from  the  Chapel  and  the  Altar  comes  the  subtle  per¬ 
vasive  and  persuasive  influences  that  formulate  Christian  character. 
Col.  Bouton  recently  said  that  herein  is  the  strength  of  the  school  for 
the  future,  and  this  point  of  view  is  supported  by  the  trustees.  Col. 
Bouton  will  address  the  Council  tomorrow.  Our  great  need  at  Howe 
is  to  complete  the  fund  to  erect  the  new  academic  building,  and  I 
hope  to  hear  of  new  generosities  in  that  direction. 

We  now  naturally  come  to  Canterbury  College.  Our  way  has  not 
been  easy  and  you  know  we  nearly  lost  the  school  for  the  Church. 
The  crisis  is  not  yet  passed,  but  there  are  hopeful  signs.  On  April 
6th  of  this  year  I  was  compelled  to  notify  the  Diocese  of  the  crisis, 
and  I  said  that  it  was  my  duty  to  tell  you  that  the  Church  might  give 
up  the  sponsorship  of  Canterbury  College.  It  was  not  a  shock  to  some, 
especially  to  those  who  from  the  first  have  warned  us  of  the  difficulty 
of  our  task.  I  gave  you  the  facts  about  it,  and  at  the  same  time  urged 
you  to  try  to  see  good  in  our  venture,  and  help  to  dispel  any  thought 
of  calamitous  failure — for  it  is  not  that.  What  has  been  done  for 
Canterbury,  at  Canterbury,  and  by  Canterbury  has  been  for  good  for 
many  young  people  and  for  the  Church.  In  the  long  run  our  endeavor 
may  be  justified  as  a  challenge  that  was  accepted  on  pure  faith,  even 
though  our  judgment  may  be  questioned.  It  did  one  thing — it  united 
the  churchmen  of  the  whole  state  of  Indiana.  We  established  under¬ 
standing  in  mutual  effort,  and  we  will  continue  to  have  increasing 
respect  as  Episcopalians  for  our  common  heritage  and  our  common 
task.  I  feel  that  the  Church  in  Indiana  has  gained  through  Canter¬ 
bury  College. 

The  reasons  for  fearing  we  must  discontinue  were  many,  and,  it 
seems  to  me,  not  any  one  was  sufficient  in  itself.  Chief  and  foremost 
is  the  fact  that  Episcopalians  at  the  present  time  do  not  see  the  need 
for  church  college  education.  They  therefore  did  not  support  it 
adequately  with  money.  Yet  that  might  have  been  overcome  if  a  look 
towards  the  future  were  not  so  disquieting.  President  Truman’s  re¬ 
port  on  education  indicates  the  domination  of  education  where  public 
money  is  spent,  so  that  the  small  endowed  college  seems  doomed.  A 
setback  is  indicated  by  seeing  our  young  men  facing  the  possibility 
of  Universal  Military  Training,  the  draft,  and  even  war.  The  resig¬ 
nation  of  President  Cumings  to  take  another  position  is  understand¬ 
able,  but  he  seemed  irreplaceable  at  the  present  time.  Lastly,  a  tor¬ 
nado  on  Good  Friday  destroyed  the  Cumings  house,  which  was  owned 
by  the  college,  also  sixty  other  houses,  completely, — and  more  than 
half  destroyed  124  additional  homes  in  Danville.  That  presented  an 
immediate  housing  shortage  (all  our  students  live  in  homes)  and  it 
was  announced  that  for  the  rest  of  the  year  many  students  might  have 
to  be  temporarily  housed  in  the  gymnasium.  The  real  difficulty  is 
next  fall  when  we  might  be  forced  to  curtail  many  admissions,  and 
the  shortage  of  income  from  fees  would  thereby  demand  more  money 
from  outside  to  run  the  college. 
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My  chief  concern  was  that  the  Diocese  did  not  get  into  a  low  mood 
of  depression,  and  be  ashamed  or  afraid  to  face  the  future.  I  pointed 
out  that  nothing  that  we  have  spent  has  been  wasted,  for  many 
young  men  and  women  have  spent  two  years  in  wonderful  surround¬ 
ings.  I  said,  “We  must  accept  this  disappointment  in  the  right  way, 
not  allowing  ourselves  to  blame  any  persons  for  the  trends  of  the 
unhappy  and  unrighteous  times  in  which  we  live.  But  we  must  be 
willing  to  pray  harder  to  be  made  ready  to  accept  whatever  the  future 
holds  with  resoluteness  and  courage.” 

That  announcement  was  followed  by  another  letter  to  the  Diocese 
as  follows:  This  crisis  of  Canterbury  College  produced  the  most 
unusual  response  from  all  parts  of  the  Church,  and  we  found  that 
there  is  much  more  interest  in  our  college  than  was  ever  imagined. 

It  crystallized  in  a  group  of  laymen  getting  together,  a  group  com¬ 
posed  of  men  from  different  parts  of  the  country,  led  by  a  citizen  of 
Danville  and  headed  up  by  a  priest  of  Chicago.  They  met  with  the 
Trustees  in  Indianapolis  and  presented  a  plan  with  so  much  faith, 
enthusiasm,  and  common  sense  that  the  Trustees  felt  that  an  entirely 
new  element  had  been  added  to  our  strength.  O  nthe  basis  of  this,  the 
Trustees  rescinded  their  action  to  give  up  sponsorship  of  the  college; 
and  authorized  this  committee  to  go  ahead  with  their  plans  with  the 
hope  of  having  a  definite  announcement  to  make  at  the  next  meeting, 
that  will  insure  the  continuance  of  the  college— supported  by  the  whole 
church  and  not  left  to  the  two  Dioceses  in  Indiana  to  carry  alone. 

In  the  meantime,  President  Cumings  resigned,  to  take  effect  August 
31,  and  the  Reverend  Douglas  MacLaury  of  Chicago  has  been  elected 
to  the  office  of  vice-president,  in  charge  of  Promotion.  He  will  take 
up  his  duties  immediately.  Will  you  make  it  a  matter  of  your  prayers 
to  ask  God’s  blessing  upon  this  effort  to  save  the  school?  Will  you 
do  everything  in  your  power  to  further  the  plans  that  the  Trustees 
have  made?  All  of  us  are  most  thankful  for  the  support  that  has 
come  to  us  from  this  unexpected  source.  It  is  my  hope  that  Father 
MacLaury  will  be  present  at  this  Council  and  let  us  know  where  we 
stand  at  this  present  moment. 

Outside  the  Diocese 

Our  Province  was  shocked,  as  was  the  whole  Church,  by  the  death 
last  month  of  Bishop  Loring  of  Springfield,  six  months  after  his  conse¬ 
cration.  I  took  part  in  the  funeral  services,  and  carried  our  prayers 
and  sympathy  to  the  Diocese  and  to  his  family.  In  April,  I  took  part 
in  the  Installation  of  Bishop  Emrich  of  Michigan.  This  spring  I  have 
taken  seAreral  Confirmation  Services  for  the  Bishop  of  Chicago,  thereby 
cementing  the  bonds  of  friendship  between  our  Diocese  and  Chicago. 
Last  fall  I  attended  the  meeting  of  the  House  of  Bishops.  One  action 
they  took  is  significant,  that  of  authorizing  the  giving  of  Apostolic 
Orders  (a  valid  Episcopate)  to  the  Filipino  Independent  Church, 
which  had  petitioned  for  them.  This  is  a  Catholic  non-Roman  group 
with  about  2  million  members,  with  priests  and  bishops  and  a  consti¬ 
tution  and  doctrinal  set-up  quite  like  ours.  The  actual  consecration 
took  place  in  April  and  shows  that  our  Church  is  ready  to  enter  into 
plans  for  unity  where  there  is  real  kinship  of  faith  and  belief.  I  feel 
that  this  is  an  historic  contribution  of  the  Episcopal  Church  to  com¬ 
mon  Christianity,  and  reaffirms  our  own  faith  and  belief  in  our  cath¬ 
olic  heritage. 

One  word  more  about  the  forward  look.  It  is  about  the  support  of 
the  Diocese.  When  a  new  diocese  is  set  up,  according  to  present-day 
standards,  the  canons  require  that  the  Bishop’s  salary  be  guaranteed 
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by  endowments  or  from  sources  outside  current  giving.  This  is  a  wise 
provision  for  it  means  that  in  difficult  days  the  Bishop  is  not  a  care 
and  anxiety  on  the  people,  and  though  he  shares  their  needs,  he  is 
not  tied  down  by  emergencies  of  his  own;  but  is  free  to  go  about  and 
devise  ways  of  helping  parishes  and  missions.  This  year  Northern 
Indiana  expects  to  receive  $2,4t0  from  its  endowment  for  the  Episco¬ 
pate.  The  rest  is  always  made  up  by  assessment.  I  state  this  very 
simply  today  and  lay  it  before  you  for  reflection.  Nothing  need  be 
done  about  it  yet,  nor  could  it  be,  without  mature  deliberation.  Just 
the  suggestion  of  gifts  and  bequests  may  be  all  that  is  needed.  I  feel 
for  the  first  time  since  I  became  your  Bishop  the  most  immediate 
“firsts”  have  been  met — but  not  all.  I  hope  that  as  we  settle  down, 
we  may  take  a  long-range  view  of  the  necessity  of  intensive  work. 
When  that  is  done,  devoid  of  confusion  and  flurry,  we  may  get  to  the 
point  of  finding  our  lives  reflecting  the  faith  we  have  learned  at  the 
altar.  It  will  be  our  fitting  into  what  the  general  Church  is  planning 
as  evangelistic  effort.  We  have  the  spirit  in  this  Diocese  of  militant 
evangelism;  we  know  that  it  is  attached  to  the  proper  expression  of 
faith.  Nothing  can  stop  nor  hinder  us  in  carrying  out  what  I  have 
been  calling  in  my  addresses  this  spring  “altar-dominated”  lives. 

Altar-dominated  lives  would  solve  all  our  problems — even,  especially 
our  financial  ones.  Sometime  after  I  had  been  here  long  enough  to 
get  the  feel  of  the  Diocese,  it  seemed  to  me  that  in  the  long  run  every¬ 
thing  reduced  itself  to  dollars  and  cents.  That  is  a  ghastly  idea  and 
I  was  not  wholly  right.  Everything  reduces  itself,  I  believe,  to  a 
spiritual  problem,  and  when  that  is  met,  everything  else  takes  care  of 
itself,  whether  it  be  an  individual  problem,  a  parish  problem,  or  a 
Diocesan  problem.  It  is  the  turning  point  of  a  crisis.  Forces  which 
have  been  working  underneath  the  surface  graduallv  converge  toward 
one  point  and  gather  such  force  as  to  break  through  the  surface. 
Men  are  then  forced  to  face  an  ssue  to  go  one  way  or  another.  At 
the  heart  of  every  crisis  is  Christ,  and  that  is  what  makes  our  choice 
a  spiritual  one.  We  can  be  blind  and  refuse  to  see.  We  can  deceive 
ourselves  and  pitifully  try  to  recover  old  days  and  old  ways.  Or,  we 
can  consider  our  foolish  ways.  We  can  see  that  personal  relationships 
are  made  strong  and  pure.  We  can  consecrate  ourselves  to  an  ulti¬ 
mate  aim  of  a  Christ-like  people.  We  can  re-build  ourselves  in  the 
service  of  a  righteous  God.  We  can  be  altar-dominated  and  perform 
simple,  impulsive  acts  for  God  that  we  are  told  to  perform  by  God 
the  Holy  Spirit. 

This  month  I  go  to  the  Lambeth  Conference  of  Anglican  Bishops, 
and  I  feel  most  grateful  to  the  Diocese  that  sends  me  with  its  official 
blessing  from  the  Standing  Committee,  and  with  the  unofficial  good 
wishes  that  come  from  the  many,  many  people  who  wish  me  God¬ 
speed.  I  know  that  my  work  upon  my  return  will  be  marked  by  a  new 
enthusiasm— and  I  repeat  the  words  of  my  Consecration  address: 
I  will  return,  willing  to  spend  and  be  spent  for  the  Glory  of  God, 
the  good  of  His  Church,  and  the  welfare  of  His  people.  I  want  you 
all,  everyone,  to  go  along  with  me,  all  the  way.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  DIOCESE 
OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA  TO  THE  FIFTIETH  ANNUAL 
COUNCIL  OF  THE  DIOESE 

The  Stand ‘ng  Committee  begs  to  submit  its  annual  report  to  the 
Fiftieth  Annual  Counc'l  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  Canons  of  the  Church. 

At  the  Forty-Ninth  Council  of  the  Diocese,  convened  in  St.  James’ 
Church,  South  Bend,  on  May  7th,  1947,  the  following  were  elected 
members  of  the  Standing  Committee:  Reverend  Fathers  Murphy,  Ol¬ 
sen,  Copeland,  Sheridan,  and  Kappes. 

On  May  20th  the  Standing  Committee  gave  unanimous  consent  to 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  the  placing  of  a  $14,  552.10  mortgage  on 
the  lots  350,  351,  352,  353,  354,  355  Lincoln  Manor  Addition,  South 
Bend,  St.  Joseph  County,  held  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of 
Northern  Indiana  for  Holy  Trinity  Mission  in  South  Bend.  On  the 
same  date  gave  consent  to  the  Bishop  and  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 
for  the  sale  of  real  estate  properties  Lots  32  and  39  Joseph  Rocke¬ 
feller’s  second  addition  to  the  City  of  South  Bend,  and  that  proceeds 
from  said  sale  be  placed  in  Account  #9455  of  the  Saint  Joseph  Bank 
and  Trust  Company,  South  Bend,  for  the  construction  of  a  new 
church  plant  for  the  Holy  Trinity  Mission. 
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On  .Tune  27th  gave  consent  to  the  election  of  the  Revd.  Horace  Wil¬ 
liam  Donegan  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 
On  the  same  date  gave  consent  to  the  election  of  the  Revd.  Harold 
Linwood  Bowen  to  be  Coadjutor  Bishop  of  Colorado. 

On  July  18th  gave  consent  to  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Virginia  to 
elect  a  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

On  July  28th  gave  consent  to  the  election  of  the  Revd.  Richard 
Tuttle  Boring  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Springfield. 

On  October  25th  gave  consent  to  the  election  of  the  Revd.  George 
Purnell  Gunn  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Southern 
Virginia. 

On  December  6th  gave  consent  to  the  election  of  the  Revd.  Charles 
Francis  Hall  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  New  Hamp¬ 
shire. 

On  February  3rd,  1948  gave  consent  to  the  Rector,  Wardens  and 
Vestry  of  Trinity  Parish,  Fort  Wayne,  to  the  sale  of  certain  real 
estate  properties.  Gave  canonical  consent  to  the  election  of  the  Rt. 
Revd.  Richard  Stanley  Emerich  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese 
of  Michigan.  Gave  canonical  consent  to  the  Diocese  of  Michigan  to 
elect  a  Bishop  Suffragan.  Made  certain  recommendations  pertaining 
to  the  Ordination  to  the  Priesthood  of  the  Revd.  John  Waterloo 
Treleaven. 

On  February  ISth  the  Standing  Committee  recommended  the  Revd. 
John  Waterloo  Treleaven  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  be  Ordained 
a  Priest  in  the  Church  of  God.  Consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of 
Tennessee  to  elect  a  Bishop-Coadjutor.  Consent  was  given  to  the 
Diocese  of  South  Florida  to  elect  a  Bishop-Coadjutor. 

On  February  26th  the  Standing  Committee  met  at  the  Episcopal 
residence  as  a  council  of  advice  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

On  February  27th  consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  Florida  to 
elect  a  Bishop-Coadjutor. 

On  April  6th  canonical  consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  the 
Revd.  Lauriston  Scaife  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New 
York.  Consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  the  Very  Revd.  Francis 
Eric  Bloy  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Los  Angeles. 

On  April  16th  the  Standing  Committee  recommended  Joseph  Dean 
Carter  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  be  made  a  Candidate  for  Holy 
Orders. 

On  April  28th  the  Standing  Committee  acted  in  conformity  to  Canon 
43,  section  1,  relative  to  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to 
attend  the  Lambeth  Conference  in  England.  Canonical  consent  was 
given  to  the  Diocese  of  Michigan  in  the  election  of  the  Revd.  Russell 
Sturgis  Hubbard  to  be  Bishop-Suffragan.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 

This  report  covers  four  meetings  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  of  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  viz.:  September  10,  1947;  December  17, 
1947;  February  27,  1948  and  March  18,  1948. 

The  meeting  of  September  10,  1947,  held  at  St.  Paul’s  Pro-Cathedral, 
Mishawaka,  was,  for  the  most  part,  given  over  to  a  study  of  the  several 
missions  in  the  Diocese  and  to  a  revision  of  the  Diocesan  budget. 

Resulting  from  the  thoughts  given  the  missions  of  the  Diocese,  the 
following  actions  were  taken: 
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1.  Tlie  Reverend  Gerald  Lewis  became  Priest-in-charge  of  the  mis¬ 
sions  at  Gas  City  and  Hartford  City  and  the  amount  of  stipend  in 
the  Department  of  Missions  Budget  for  that  field  of  work  was  in¬ 
creased  to  $1200.00.  It  was  moved  by  The  Reverend  Leslie  Olsen 
that  this  amount  also  be  placed  in  the  1948  budget  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Missions. 

2.  The  Council  increased  the  stipend  of  The  Reverend  Samuel  Elliott 
from  $900.00  to  $1100.00  for  both  years  of  1947  and  1948  for  the 
Valparaiso  and  Hobart  field  of  work.  Mr.  Leonard  Brooks  moved 
that  each  place  also  be  requested  to  increase  Father  Elliott’s 
stipend  by  $100.00  in  1948. 


A  revision  of  the  Diocesan  budget  was  as  follows: 

1.  Purchase  of  a  Soundscriber  by  the  Bishop  . $493.00 

2.  Increase  in  appropriation  for  publication  and  distribution 

of  the  Diocesan  Journal  .  50.00 

3.  Increase  in  appropriation  of  Bishop's  traveling  expense  .  100.00 

4.  Printing  of  Diocesan  Canons  .  352. CO 

5.  Postage  and  Envelopes  for  distribution  of  Canons  .  25.00 

6.  Increase  on  the  amount  allowed  for  discount  on  payments  ...  100.00 


Upon  suggestion  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  it  was  moved  that 
the  Secretary  write  each  Parish  Vestry  and  urge  new  appraisals  of 
Church  property  for  the  purpose  of  increased  insurance;  and  that  the 
present  insurance  program  of  all  Missionary  property  be  referred  to 
the  Department  of  Missions. 

Upon  action  of  the  Council,  the  budget  of  the  Department  of  Public¬ 
ity  was  increased  from  $800.00  to  $1000. CO  for  the  year  1947. 

The  Reverend  Don  H.  Copeland  reported  for  the  Department  of  Pro¬ 
motion  on  the  Presiding  Bishop’s  Fund  for  World  Relief  and  on  the 
annual  Every  Member  Canvass  meetings  in  each  deanery,  announcing 
that  The  Reverend  George  B.  Wood  would  be  the  speaker  at  each  of 
these  meetings.  Father  Copeland  also  presented  the  program  of  the 
National  Church  for  a  campaign  of  radio  and  other  means  of  adver¬ 
tising. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  spoke  at  length  on  Canterbury  College 
and  the  need  for  continued  support — urging  each  Parish  and  Mission 
to  make  the  College  an  item  of  the  budget. 


The  meeting  of  December  17,  1947,  held  at  the  Episcopal  Residence, 
resulted  in  actions  regarding  the  Department  of  Christian  Education 
as  follows: 

1.  The  1948  budget  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Education  was 
increased  by  $150.00,  thereby  making  a  total  budget  of  $450.00. 

2.  Miss  Jessie  Hunter,  Educational  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  was  al¬ 
lowed  travel  expense  of  five  cents  per  mile. 

3.  The  stipend  of  Miss  Hunter  was  increased  $300.00  from  Diocesan 
funds. 

Elections  to  the  Council  because  of  the  resignation  of  The  Reverend 
James  Savoy  and  other  existing  vacancies,  were  as  follows: 

Clerical 

1.  The  Reverend  Karl  Rehfeld,  with  term  expiring  in  1948. 

2.  The  Reverend  George  B.  Wood,  with  term  expiring  in  1950. 

Lay 

1.  Mr.  Lewis  Cole,  with  term  expiring  in  1949. 

The  Council  favorably  considered  the  request  of  Trinity  Parish, 
Logansport,  for  a  reduced  assessment;  also  gave  special  recognition 
to  the  outstanding  program  of  repair  and  improvement  at  St.  John's 
Church,  Bristol. 
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The  Reverend  Leslie  Olsen  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Presiding 
Bishop’s  Fund  for  World  Relief  in  the  1948  program,  and  The  Very 
Reverend  Erland  L.  Groton  was  appointed  Chairman  of  a  special 
committee  on  plans  and  arrangements  for  the  Annual  Diocesan  Coun¬ 
cil  in  May  of  1948 — that  the  Council  might  be  in  keeping  with  the 
50th  Anniversary  of  the  setting  apart  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana.

The  meeting  of  February  27,  1948,  was  also  held  at  the  Episcopal 
Residence  with  major  reports  from  the  various  departments  of  the 
Diocese.  Of  particular  interest  and  importance  are  the  following: 
The  Department  of  Missions: 

After  long  discussion  regarding  the  problems  of  the  Church  in  East 
Chicago,  the  following  actions  were  taken  by  the  Council: 

1.  That  a  special  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  be  held  at  St. 
Thomas’  Parish  in  Plymouth  for  consideration  of  the  1949  budgets 
of  the  Diocese  and  of  the  Department  of  Missions,  this  meeting  to 
be  held  on  the  18th  day  of  March,  1948. 

2.  That  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Council  be  held  in  East  Chicago  on 
the  14th  of  April  for  consideration  of  the  problems  of  the  Church 
in  East  Chicago. 

The  Department  of  Christian  Education: 

The  Chairman  of  this  Department,  the  Very  Reverend  Erland  L. 
Groton,  reported  as  follows: 

1.  Plans  for  a  Youth  Rally  at  Michigan  City  on  the  16th  and  17th  of 
April,  1948. 

2.  Deanery  meetings  of  our  Youth  in  October,  November,  December, 
April,  and  May. 

3.  An  annual  Acolyte  Festival  on  Whitsunday — 4he  first  in  Plymouth, 
the  Reverend  Samuel  H.  N.  Elliott,  Chairman. 

4.  A  possible  Daughters  of  the  King  organization  for  the  girls  of  the 
Diocese. 

5.  Plans  for  the  Howe  Conference:  dates,  June  13  to  18th. 

The  Department  of  Promotion: 

The  Reverend  Don  H.  Copeland,  Chairman,  reported  that  six  par¬ 
ishes  had  presented  reports  in  excess  of  accepted  quotas  resulting  at 
the  fall  Deanery  Every  Member  Canvass  meetings. 

The  resignation  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  Joseph  D.  Wolma, 
was  accepted  with  deep  regrets  and  the  Bishop  announced  that  Mr. 
B.  K.  Patterson,  a  communicant  of  St.  James’  parish,  South  Bend,  had 
been  appointed  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  until  the  time  of  the  Annual 
Council  in  May. 

Again,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  urged  greater  support  of  Canter¬ 
bury  College  and  the  following  resolution  was  offered  by  the  Rector 
of  Trinity  Parish,  Fort  Wayne: 

“The  Bishop  and  Council  recommends  to  the  Rectors  and 
Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  the  appointment  of  a 
Canterbury  College  Committee,  responsible  for  the  educa¬ 
tional,  social  and  financial  promotion  of  Canterbury  College 
in  parish  and  community,  the  Committee  Chairman  being  the 
parish  contact  man  for  Canterbury  College.” 

Father  Wood  moved  the  adoption  of  his  resolution  and  this  motion 
passed  the  Council.

The  meeting  of  March  18th  was  held  at  St.  Thomas’  Parish  in  Fly- 
mouth  and  was  a  meeting  for  the  consideration  of  both  the  1949  bud¬ 
gets  of  the  Diocese  and  of  the  Department  cf  Missions. 
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1.  The  1949  budget  of  the  Diocese  was  approved  by  this  Council  and 
placed  on  file  for  adoption  at  the  Annual  Diocesan  Council  in  May. 

2.  The  1949  budget  of  the  Department  of  Missions,  together  with  the 
Departments  of  the  Bishop  and  Council,  was  approved  by  this 
Council  and  placed  on  file  for  adoption  at  the  Annual  Diocesan 
Council  in  May. 

These  budgets  are  found  printed  elsewhere  in  this  Journal  of  the 
Diocese. 

The  stipend  of  The  Reverend  Samuel  H.  N.  Elliott  was  increased 
from  $1100.00  to  $1400.00  for  this  year  of  1948  and  retroactive  to  the 
first  of  January. 

The  Reverend  Leslie  Olsen  reported  the  amount  of  the  Presiding 
Bishop’s  Fund  for  World  Relief  at  $4,152.00. 

These  are  the  meetings  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  following  the  1947 
meeting  of  the  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

In  addition  to  the  above  four  meetings  of  the  Bishop  and  Council, 
there  were  meetings  held  on  April  14,  1948  in  East  Chicago  and  on 
May  3,  1948  at  St.  Paul’s  Pro-Cathedral  in  Mishawaka,  immediately 
following  the  Fiftieth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese. 

The  purpose  of  the  meeting  in  East  Chicago  was  to  consider  the 
work  of  the  Church  in  that  area,  particularly  at  St.  Alban’s.  The 
Reverend  Leo  K.  D.  Patterson  presented  a  long  and  comprehensive 
study  of  the  Mission  Church  of  St.  Alban — after  which  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  was  authorized  to  appoint  a  special  committee  for  further 
study  of  that  field  of  work.  Other  items  of  business  included  a  con¬ 
sideration  of  Canterbury  College  and  the  plans  for  the  Fiftieth  Anni- 
varsary  observance  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Fiftieth  Annual  Council. 

The  May  third  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council,  held  at  St.  Paul’s 
Pro-Cathedral,  Mishawaka,  was  for  organizational  purposes  of  the 
newly  elected  Council  and  resulted  in  the  following  actions: 

1.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  was  authorized  to  organize  the  Depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Council,  to  add  members,  and  to  notify  members  ac¬ 
cordingly. 

2.  The  Treasurer  of  Mission  Funds  was  requested  to  issue  checks 
upon  vouchers  bearing  the  signature  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese 
during  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  while  attending  the  Lambeth  Con¬ 
ference  in  England.  This  motion  was  made  by  The  Reverend  George 
B.  Wood  and  passed  by  the  Council.

4.  An  annual  Acolyte  Festival  on  Whitsunday — the  first  in  Plymouth 
with  the  Reverend  Samuel  H.  N.  Elliott,  chairman. 

5.  A  Daughters  of  the  King  organization  for  the  girls  of  the  diocese.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY  OF  THE 
DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

It  has  been  my  privilege  and  responsibility  to  serve  in  an  advisory 
capacity  to  the  Department  of  Christian  Education  in  all  its  varied 
activities.  Last  fall  the  Department  was  revamped  and  a  three-year 
program  set  forth.  For  your  information  and  to  expedite  this  report, 
we  will  take  each  committee  separately,  telling  you  its  function  in 
the  department,  what  it  has  done  this  past  year,  and  what  it  hopes 
to  do  in  the  future. 


Committee  on  Education 

A  priest  in  each  deanery  was  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  serve  as 
chairman  and  to  be  responsible  for  the  total  educational  program  in 
his  deanery.  He  has  as  a  committee  one  person  clerical  or  lay  from 
each  parish  to  assist  him  in  carrying  out  the  program  for  the  deanery. 
These  committees  are  concerned  with  all  phases  of  the  educational 
program  as  it  touches  the  life  of  our  parishes  and  missions.  The 
chairman  being  a  member  of  the  department  brings  ideas,  suggestions, 
etc.  from  our  grass  roots  as  to  what  should  be  done  for  the  deanery 
and  on  a  diocesan  scale.  The  committee’s  objectives  are:  (1)  Wor¬ 
ship — Establishing  the  Eucharist  as  the  service  of  worship  for  the 
children  in  the  diocese,  emphasizing  at  all  times  the  ideal  of  the  family 
worshipping  together  as  a  unit;  (2)  Attendance — Checking  the  attend¬ 
ance  at  the  Eucharist  and  not  in  the  classes.  Checking  attendance  in 
the  deanery  and  following  it  up  with  suggestions  for  [a]  improving 
attendance,  [b]  increasing  membership,  [c]  adoption  of  a  uniform 
attendance  card  by  the  fall  of  1948.  Improving  and  increasing  attend¬ 
ance  may  be  done  by  a  survey  in  every  parish  of  the  Church  School 
children  within  that  parish  not  enrolled  or  not  regular  in  attendance. 
The  survey  is  to  be  conducted  by  the  priest  and  teachers,  and  is  to 
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be  followed  up  by  the  members  of  the  Woman’s  Auxiliary,  making 
personal  calls  on  parents  setting  forth  the  program  of  the  Church 
School.  (3)  Long  Range  Curriculum — A  two-  or  three-year  plan  set¬ 
ting  forth  in  a  manual,  [which  will  go  to  all  parents]  the  goals  and 
standards  of  the  Church  School,  and  the  curriculum  material  being- 
used.  Adoption  by  all  parishes  and  missions  in  the  Diocese  of  a 
recommended  standard  curriculum;  (4)  Church  School  Teachers’ 
meetings  once  a  month. — A  plan  for  teacher  training  in  the  parish 
and  deanery;  (5)  Parent-Teacher  meetings  once  a  year,  at  least. 

Numbers  one  and  two  are  being  accomplished  by  several  church 
schools  in  the  diocese  with  great  success  and  we  hope  to  report  next 
year  that  this  number  has  been  doubled.  Number  three  is  to  be  set 
forth  this  summer.  Number  four  has  had  a  plan  program  for  parish 
and  deanery  teachers’  meetings  and  has  been  most  successful.  The 
same  method  and  procedure  will  be  used  next  year  in  this  regard. 
Many  parishes  and  missions  are  holding  parent-teacher  meetings  from 
time  to  time.  As  you  will  undoubtedly  see,  we  have  accomplished 
some  of  our  objectives  this  year,  but  there  is  still  much  to  do. 

The  Youth  Committee 

This  committee  consists  of  two  young  people  and  one  adult  (priest), 
appointed  by  the  Bishop,  from  each  deanery.  The  chairman  of  the 
Youth  Committee  makes  his  reports  to  the  department,  and  as  a 
member  of  the  department  is  concerned  with  the  total  educational  task. 
There  will  be  a  report  elsewhere  in  this  Journal  on  the  activities 
undertaken  this  past  year  by  the  youth  of  the  diocese,  but  I  would 
like  to  say  that  the  youth  have  worked  earnestly  and  hard  in  their 
project  on  World  Relief,  sending  box  after  box  of  clothing  to  Europe 
and  Asia.  One  group  adopted  a  youth  group  in  England,  sending  them 
candy  and  some  of  the  little  “extras”  that  are  so  hard  to  secure  there 
these  days.  They  have  had  two  splendid  rallies,  one  last  fall  and  the 
other  this  spring  showing  much  enthusiasm,  zeal  and  devotion  for  the 
Catholic  Faith. 

Through  the  Howe  Conference  and  rallies,  the  youth  have  the  feel¬ 
ing,  not  only  of  belonging  to  one  family,  but  strength  of  purpose  in 
being  able  to  be  of  service  to  their  Church  through  their  Bishop  and 
diocese.  It  has  been  an  inspiration  to  be  permitted  to  work  with 
them.  Our  greatest  need  at  present  is  to  have  more  young  couples 
offering  their  time  and  talents  as  youth  advisors  in  the  parishes  and 
missions.  As  to  future  plans,  work  has  already  begun  among  our  7-14 
year  olds.  There  has  been  a  sad  neglect,  not  only  in  our  own  diocese, 
but  throughout  the  Church  as  a  whole  among  this  age  group.  Empha¬ 
sis  will  be  placed  on  boys  participating  in  St.  Vincent’s  Guild  for 
Acolytes.  Plans  are  already  being  laid  for  a  diocesan  meeting  of  this 
group  in  May.  The  girls  will  be  organized  into  the  Girls  Friendly 
Society.  Aga'n,  our  great  need  will  be  for  leaders  to  give  their  serv¬ 
ices  if  this  important  work  is  to  go  forward. 

Committee  on  Schools  and  Summer  Conferences 

This  committee  consists  of  the  Bishop  as  chairman,  the  Executive 
Secretary,  and  the  chairman  of  the  department  and  any  other  members 
the  Bishop  may  see  fit  to  appoint  to  assist  him  on  this  committee. 
Our  Howe  Conferences  are  the  finest  youth  conferences  I  have  ever 
attended  and  we  should  indeed  be  thankful  that  our  Bishop  has  had 
the  vision  to  make  them  so.  Already  several  vocations  for  serving  in 
the  Church  have  been  made  manifest  by  girls  in  the  diocese.  I  believe 
that  these  are  due,  in  part,  to  our  Howe  Conferences.  We  should 
never  forget  that  the  primary  interest  in  inaugurating  a  youth  pro¬ 
gram  is  to  save  souls.  When  we  realize  that  there  are  over  300 
secular  youth  agencies  trying  to  woo  our  Catholic  youth  into  their 
folds — many  o)f  them  communistic — it  is  our  perogative  as  well  as  duty, 
to  provide  the  right  program  for  our  youth. 
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The  Committee  on  Visual  Education 

This  is  an  appointed  committee  who  seek  to  enrich  and  deepen  re¬ 
ligious  education  through  the  proper  use  of  Visual  Aids.  This  com¬ 
mittee  does  a  great  deal  of  research,  study  and  plans  conferences  for 
demonstration  purposes.  They  are  also  responsible  for  the  building 
up  of  our  Diocesan  Library  of  Projected  Visual  Aids.  Father  Murphy 
is  the  able  chairman  of  this  committee  and  under  his  direction  a  Dio¬ 
cesan  Visual  Library  is  being  assembled.  Three  deanery  teachers’ 
meetings  are  being  planned  for  next  fall,  at  which  time  Father  Murphy 
will  demonstrate  what  we  mean  by  “Visual  Education.” 

Along  with  the  above  mentioned  work,  I  have  spoken  to  many  of  the 
Woman’s  Auxiliary  groups  in  the  diocese,  organizing  the  Committee 
on  Christian  Social  Relations,  over-seeing  a  diocesan  survey  of  insti¬ 
tutions  within  our  diocese.  I  have  had  many  conferences  with  girls, 
teachers,  and  leaders  in  the  diocese  and  province. 

There  are  many  compensating  joys  and  satisfactions  in  a  job  such 
as  mine.  Many  people  appreciate  your  help  and  you  make  many 
friends.  I  am  grateful  for  all  of  these  things.  I  am  especially  grateful 
to  Bishop  Mallett  for  his  constant  encouragement  and  to  the  clergy 
for  their  wonderful  cooperation.

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THE  COMMITTEE  ON  YOUTH  WORK 

Under  the  guidance  of  Bishop  Mallett,  the  second  post-war  Howe 
Summer  Conference  was  held  from  June  15-20.  Many  who  attended  it 
said  that  they  thought  it  was  the  finest  summer  conference  they  had 
ever  seen.  The  five  days  were  marked  by  an  unusual  spirit  of  corpor¬ 
ateness  and  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  the  conference  members. 

The  Bishop  was  the  director  of  what  is  really  the  Bishop’s  Confer¬ 
ence  for  diocesan  youth.  Father  Olsen  was  again  the  Dean  and 
Father  Patterson  served  as  Chaplain  for  the  second  year.  Several 
other  diocesan  pastors,  aided  by  the  Sisters  of  the  Holy  Nativity, 
Miss  Mary  Frances  Bemont,  missionary  to  the  Virgin  Islands,  and 
Miss  Jessie  Hunter  completed  the  faculty — with  Mrs.  Campbell  Gray 
as  hostess  of  the  girls. 

Mid-November  saw  the  first  of  the  two  yearly  Youth  Rallies  in 
action.  St.  John’s  Parish,  Elkhart,  was  host  to  the  young  churchmen 
of  the  diocese  in  the  fall.  Our  teen-agers  arrived  on  Friday  afternoon 
in  time  to  register.  A  banquet  was  held  at  the  Christiana  Country 
Club,  followed  by  a  talk  from  an  outstanding  young  Episcopalian, 
Horace  D.  Varian,  Jr.,  of  Baltimore,  Maryland.  The  social  hour  com¬ 
pleted  the  evening.  Saturday  began  with  Morning  Prayer  and  Holy 
Communion.  Next  came  breakfast,  a  meditation  instruction  and  then 
seminars  on  “The  Sacraments — Power  for  Daily  Living.”  A  large,  in¬ 
terested  group  were  present  at  the  rally. 

Still  planned  at  this  date,  are  the  Spring  Rally  at  Michigan  City, 
April  16th  and  17tli,  and  the  one-day  gathering  of  young  churchmen 
at  Howe  School  in  May.
